The K-12 Circle of Life replacement school on the White Earth 
Reservation in Minnesota opened with an August ceremony.
The 56,000 square foot school was built on the northern bank 
of Mission Lake. The school for 96 students is located on an 
8.4 acre site, where a old mission school had been located. 
The replacement school was authorized by OFMC for 44,000 
square feet, but the White Earth Nation arranged funding for 
additional square footage. The OFMC Project Manager was 
Andy Robinson, a member of the Northern Cheyenne Tribe.
